WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 80.—Until Mr. 
Cleveland came out so emphatically against 
Mr. Murphy every one here believed he 
would be chosen to succeed Frank Hiscock 
To-day, how- 
ever, the politicians here confess themselves 
all at sea. 

The Cleveland men have accepted it asa 
certainty that the opposition of the President- 
elect to Mr. Murphy placed the latter out of 
the Senatorial race and they are now looking 


fora compromise candidate. 


Public men here very generally admit the 
soundnoss of Mr. Cleveland’s argument 
against Murphy. The United States Senate, 
they say, is scarcely the place for a profes- 


‘gional politician and wire-puller. 


The presumption that Mr. Cleveland’s 
utterances would be accepted as an open 
declaration of war has proven true and some 
very bitter things are being said on both 
sides. 

The question now is, shall it be war? Shali 
itbe a repetition of the Garfield-Conkling 
fight? There is no denying the fact that 


many of Mr. Cleveland’s friends deplore the

action he has taken, although they very gen- 
erally stand by it. Nota few of the Cleve- 
land men who have party interests at heart 
fear this is the beginning of a contest that 
will extend throughout the Cleveland admin- 
istration. 

he only difference between the old con- 
test and the new one,’’ said a veteran Demo- 
erat, is that Mr. Hill will not be so foolish 
as to jump out of the window, as was Conk- 
ling.

Murphy is not because of his connection with 
the machine,“ butis based upon his lack 
of fitness and ability to represent the great 
State of New York in the United States Sen- 
ate. 

Mr. Cochran, onthe other hand, it Is gen- 
erally admitted, isoneof the most useful 
men in Congress to-day, if not the most in- 
fuential of the younger men in public lite. 
As a member of the Senate the leveland 
men say Mr. Cochran would be a credit to 
himself and the State.

A NEW POPULIST PLAN. 
Torexa, Kan., Dec. 30.—The Populists pro- 
pose to inaugurate a new movement when 
they take hold of the reinsof government 
which will have for its object the protection 
of both borrowers and lenders, For that pur- 
a loan commission is to be created. 
Gov.-elect Liewelling will so recommend in 
his message to the Legislature. On that 
point one of his closest political advisers 
said:**fhe Governor understands, as we all 
do, that annually many thousand industrious 
men lose their homes by foreclosure of et 
gages. This is the indirect resultof high 
rates of interest and brokers’ charges. A 
simple remedy for this is the loan com- 
mission proposed. The commission would 
place loans through the county commis- 
sioners. If thought advisable, the counties 
might guarantee the loans. It would not be 
necessary for the Commissioners to handle 
the funds, as provision might be made for 
all money to pass through the State 
Treasury. Loans thus guaranteed by the 
State would be much sought after in the 
East and, as a result, rates of interest would 
come down and there would be no broker's 
charges.

A BRAVE CASHIER. 


Hand-to-Hand Encounter With a Despe-~ 
rate Robber. 


SLATER, Mo., Dec. 30.—The village of Gill- 
lam, three miles east of this city, was thrown 
into feverish excitement at2 o’clock yester- 
day afteroon by the startling cries of ‘‘rob- 
bers, robbers!’’ The citizens immediately 
rushe4 to the Gilliam Exchange Bank in time 
to rescue the couragious cashier, Mr. J. R. 
Kirk, from a cruel death at the hands ofa 
would-be Dalton. At the hour named a 


masked man entered the bank, walked to the 
gate leading behind the counter and pre- 
sented a pistolin Cashier Kirk’s face, at the 
same time demanding, ‘‘Hand out the 
ht’? 
“The robber marched Kirk and Assistant 
Cashier Brown into the vauit, but Kirk told 
the man he was so excited he forgot the com- 
bination tothe safe. The robber permitted 
Brown to go outside on the pretext of getting 
the combination from a drawer. When 
row got outside the vault he ‘‘cut dirt’’ 
for the outside, crying robbers.““ At the 
same instant Cashier Kirk pounced upon the 
masked villain with all the human force he 
could command. It was a life and death 
struggle. The robber was far the superior of 
Kirk in physique, but Kirk had a grip on the 
pistol and he managed to hold to it, 

Brown’s cries brought City Marshal 
Cheatham and several others instanter, and 
they found the brave and gritty Kirk and 
the robber e inched and rolling upon the 
floor, each using superhuman efforts to over- 

me the other. 
 girk was soon relieved and the pistol 
wrenched from his antagonist. It required 
four strong men to completely overcome the 
desperate character and pound him into sub- 
mission. . 

He was dragged into the street and his 
mask torn off. uch tothe surprise of all it 
proved to be Richard Hayner, son of J. R. 
Mayner, a prominent and highly respected 
farmer near Fish Creek, He was promptly 
arrested. 

The capture of Hayner caused his brother- 
in-law, George Cross, living in Gilliam, to 
become vindictive. Cross fourished a pis- 
tol and declared himself as Hayner’s backer. 
Cross as much as said he was inthe scheme. 
He was arrested. 

John Hayner, brother of the robber, was 
in town, aud whenhe heard of the latter's 
fallure took his and his brother’s horses and 
fied. He was overtaken, a pistol taken from 
him and he was arrested. 

Constabie Bridges took the three prisoners 
to jail. Ihe evidence against all is clear. 

Hayner left the country several years ago 
to escape indictments. He has added to his 
criminal education in Texas and the Indian 
Territory since that time. Cross is 50 years 
old anda man of means, heretofore highly 
respected by the citizens of Gililam. 

There was a large amount of money in the 
bank, deposited there Uy cattlemen. Facts 
since developed show that a murderous plot 
had been formed to kill all witnesses to the 
robbery and lock the cashier and his asstst- 
ant in the bank vault.

RUINED BY A YOUNG Sr. LOUISAN, 


A Country Girl Betrayed and Left to Her 
Fate. 


At the Bethesda Home, Twelfth and Sou- 
lard streets, a young girl of good parentage 
and pleasing appearance, who, last night, 
through the perfidy of a young 
man, found herself alone on the 
streets, is being tenderly cared for 


by the managers of the institution. She was 
picked up in a haliway, #16 Locust street, last 
night by Officer English, to whom shetold a 
plaintive story of desertion. She said that 
she lived ina town in Iliinois, and came to 
this city to meet a young man who 
had ruined her and had promised to right the 
wrong by making her his wife. He was to 
have met heratthe Union Depot, but when 
she arrived he was not there, and although 
she walted for hours he did not 
come. She was without money and 
friends, and not knowing where 
to go, wandered about the streets until faint 
and exhausted, she entered the hallway 
where the officer found her. She was taken 
to the Four Courts and thence to the City 
Hospital, where she spent tne night. 
This morning the ladies of the Bethesda 
Home took charge of her and will keep her 
until she can communicate with her friends, 
At the hospital she gave the name of Dora 
Knotter, but thatisan assumed name, and 
she has carefully guarded the secret 
of her identity and the name 
of the man who 80 ruthlessly 
betrayed her. She says that sue is satisfied 
that the young man’s fallure to meet her 
was not accidental, asshe has learned that 
he has caused the downiall of several giris, 
and purposely induced her to come to st. Louis, 
tninking thatshe would seek refuge in some 
charitable institution. Yet she withholds 
his name. Sbe had been away from home for 
some time before coming here, and her 
mother, whoisan educated woman and a 
member ofthe Baptist Church, knows noth- 
ing ot her plight.

She will 
write to her mother, and expects to return 
to her home.

STILL AFLOAT. 


Delayed Six Days, But Riding 
the Waves. 


The Cunard Steamer Umbria Again 
Spoken at Sea. 


FOUND WITH ANCHORS OUT AND HER 
SHAFT BROKEN. 


Two Incoming Vessels Report the Miss- 
ing Liner—No Assistance Asked For— 
Delay in Her Arrival Caused by Mak- 
ing Repairs to Her Machinery—Anx- 
fety Dispelled. 


NEW Tonk, Dec. 80.—The first definite news 
ot the nature of the accident which is re- 
sponsible for the delay of the Cunard steam- 
ship Umbria was received this morning when 
the British steamship Manhanset, Capt. 
Duck, from Bristol, arrived at quarantine. 
The Umbria’s shaft is broken. 

The Manbanset came in at 7:20 o’clock this 
morning, and as soon as possible Oapt. Duck 
telegraphed tothe city that he had sighted 
and spoken with the Umbria on Dec. 2 at 
1:30 o’clock in the afternoon, The Umbria 
was then in latitude 67.45, longitude 42.50 
and lying to with three anchors outto keep 
her steady. 

Capt. McKay said that she had broken her 
shaft and that her crew were making re- 
pairs, He expected to proceed the next day 
(Tuesday) for New York, All on board were 
well, and no assistance was needed. The 
Umbria was riding the waves easily although 
there was a strong northwest gale blowing,

CAPT. DUCK INTERVIEWED.

Phase of the Great Scandal. 


Pants, Dec, 80.—If ths half of all 
the Panama stories are true, the 
French press is, at least, as corrupt as the 
French parliament. The French press re- 
ceived from this single company $600,000. 
Certain leading journals are notoriously sub- 
sidized by the Monte Carlo. Many of them 
sell their financial items to stock jobbers, and 
their editorial columns to anybody who will 
buy. The press underthe Empire was muz- 
zled; the press under the Republic has a 
license which constitutes a real danger. 
Parliament refused, even after the Rava- 
chol crime, to pass a law making open in- 
citement to murder an offense.The courts and 
the executive alike seem powerless to impose 
decency on such sheets as La Libre Parole or 
Cocarde or M. Rochefort’s L’Intransigeant, the 
worst offender ofall. Calumny has become a 
profession and systematic libel of public men 
a lucrative trade. The very journals which 
practice it are the loudest against the cor- 
ruption of Panama and of Parliament. 

The story that Dr. Brouardel had. satisfied 
himself that Baron de Reinach did not com- 
mit suicide but was poisoned, is now aban- 
doped, only to give place to another, as no 
traces of poison can be found. That is what 
certain Ministers wish now to have believed. 
All these rumors have a political object, and 
they are rumors only. 

This morning brings news from the Vatican 
that the French Ambassador had an audience 
yesterday with the Pope, who, it is said, re 
celved him with cordiality. His faith in 
France is not shaken by the Panama scan- 
dals. Hisfaithis notshakenin the Repub- 
lic, but only in the rulers and only afew of 
them. 

THE LITTLE TERROR. 

The French, who have a genius for 
political nicknames, have already formed 
an alliance between Socialists and An- 
archists and the new Committee of Public 
Safety. They call it the Little Terror. It 
looks, no doubt, at present little enough; so 
did the reign of terror 100 years ago in its 
earlier stages. 

When the interviewer asked for the address 
of Citizens Allemene, President of the recent 
meeting at Maison du Pueple, he was given 
two, one of them ata wine stop, the other 
more private. The citizen said that the 
whole affair had been exaggerated, They 
were organizing, but that was all, but he 
owned that the sections in the Eighteenth 
Ward had for some time been ready to march 
at the first signal, and that there would bea 
secret meeting to-day, the press to be ex- 
cluded. He scouted the notion of an alliance 
with Anarchists, but omitted toexplain how 
notorious Anarchists happened to be present 
at the meeting or howthey goton the com- 
mission, As tothe march on the Elysee that 
was merely a figure of speech. Citizen Alle- 
mane isof the opinion that a really good 
revolution ought -to make itself. There 
should be no leaders, not even M. Allemane. 
He declares that the public is at the mercy of 
any sudden outbreak, but does not believe in 
violence at present. Citizens Rousselle and 
Alibert said much the same thing. 

Citizen Viblant, whois a Municipal Coun- 
clllor, was not at the meeting. Asked what 
he thought of it he said: It is a good time 
for Soclalists.“ and avowed his sympathy 
with those who would set up a socialistic Re- 
public. 

The Anarchist,M. Gorges,was interviewed, 
He does not care much about committees of 
public safety. He has other means of action, 
as Ravachol had, and which the Irish irre- 
concilables haye. Still he will attend the 
committee ‘‘justto see what these chaps 
have got in their bellies.’’ But nothing, in 
M. Gorges’ opinion, will do any good but 
dynamite. 

Do you mean to go with it?“ 

**OCertainly.And there is no law under which 
a Frenchman who announces his intention of 
blowing something up to-morrow can be ar- 
rested. 

THE PREFECTURE BOMB. 

The explosion yesterday in the Prefecture 
of Police is still discussed in the cafes and 
other places of public resort. There is some 
doubt in the public mind as to whether the 
outrage was the work of Anarchists. Some 
people claim that the Anarchists, though 
they take to themselves the credit or dis- 
credit of having caused the explosion, had 
nothing whatever to do with the affair, de- 
claring that the outrage was due to personal 
spite on the part of a discharged employe. 

Whatever the truth of the matter, the 
Anarchists have taken advantage of the oc- 
casion to issue a manifesto, couched in the 
usually blatant and absurdly ferocious style 
of those documents. The wrongs of the 
people, fire, blood and dynamite are men- 
tioned at length, but the substance of the 
manifesto ig that the time has come for the 
people to rise in their might and strike for 


freedom. 
The Eclair to-day puolishes an interview 


witn Louise Michel, the noted female An- 
archist, whois now in London. She declared 
that she did not Know the authors of the ex- 
plosion at the Prefecture, but she thought it 
a very good piece of work, She regretted 
that high officials had not been present when 
the explosion occurred, as they might have 
been killed. Their deaths, she thought, 
would be a blessing to the people. 

The Eclair adds that it is the intention of 
Louise Michel to go to Chicago shortly to 
spread the Anarchist propaganda. 

HERZ ON THE WAY TO ITALY. 

It is stated that Dr. Cornelius Herz, owing 
to France's demanding his extradition from 
England, has quitted London and passed 
through Vienna to-day en route to Italy. The 
Suez Canal Co. has determined to retain 
Count De Lesseps and his son in their present 
positions in the company’s service.

EKORESH TEED. 


He Has Not United With the Economite 
Society. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 30.—Koresh Teed 
has returned to San Francisco with news of 
his affillation with the Economites. It was 
said when Teed left this city a year ago, and 
took with him his followers, that his sole 
object. was to gain admittance into the 
Harmonite colony at Economy, Pa. The 
death of the leader of that body, Fr. Henrici, 


and the statement of his successor, Fr. 
Duss, that Dr. Teed had never ap- 
plied, and did not want to be admitted to the 
order has naturally revived the subject. Dr. 
Teed arrived Sunday nightand proceeded to 
the house of George C. Ludington on Fill 
more street. His arrival was known only to 
a few persons, but the following day an in- 
vitation was sent out to the members of the 
faithfulinner circle, calling upon them to 
meet Tuesday night. About fifteen responded 
tothecall. The unexpected appearance of 
Koresh in thelr midst was a general 
surprise, He was received with open arms 
and there was much rejoicing. He told 
them of his admission to the Shakers and 
exhibited a certificate of membership dated 
at Mount Lebanon, Aug. 18, 1892. He spoke 
freely of his trip to the East and ofthe 
things he had accomplished. 

Teed denied to a reporter that he had ap- 
plied for admission to the community at 
Economy or intended to do so. He dented 
the story that he had made a disciple of 
John Duss and through him hoped to get 
control of the Harmonites’ milifons. 

About two years ago,’’. said Koresh, 1 
asked permission of Father Henrici to ad- 
dress the Board of Elders, This 1 obtained, 
and then, after 9 many of the prin- 
ciples Of the doctrins of Koreshanity, I asked 
permission to place some of my followers 
within the jurisdiction of the Economites on 
probation, that there might be a better spirit 
of unity between the two societies. The 
Board consented with a unanimous vote. 

Did you place any of your followers 
there?“ 

„Well, not many. 

By the accession of Trustee Duss does 
your society hope to be benefited?’’ was 
asked. 

At this Koresh smiled significantly and said 
that the principal trustee of the Economites, 
Fr. Duss, had absolute power over the funds 
and the various enterprises of the commu- 
nity; that he exercised his own discretion 
over all matters connected with the disposi- 
tion of moneys, as well as of the starting up 
of new iniustries or closingdown of the old 
ones. ‘eed could not be induced to say more 
about his relations with Duss or the society. 


NOTHING IN IT. 


Secretary Foster Not Contemplating a 
New Loan. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 30.—In regard to 
the story published in New York that Secre- 
tary Charles Foster, when in New York, 
recently submitted to bankers a proposition 
to issue fifty ora hundred millions of bonds, 
but was halted by a telegraphic message 
from the President, it is authorita- 
tively stated at the White House 
that the President was not informed of the 
intention of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
visit New York and has not communicated 
with him or heard from him in any way. He 
has not been unobservant of the fAnancial 
situation and doesnot think the Treasury 
will find it necessary to adopt 


any new policies. He has said several 
times publicly that he would maintain the 
parity of all our .money issues and that 
declaration stands. There was no disagree - 
ment between the President and the 
Secretary as to the management of the 
treasury.’’ Acting Secretary Spaulding said 
this morning that the story that secretary 
Foster was trying to secure subscribers fora 
new government loan was not true. Secre- 
tary Foster, he said, went to New York on 
private business. We have, he continued, 
‘“‘sufficient gold for all practical purposes, 
and it is increasing dally. There is no neces- 
sity toemploy unusual methods to build up 
our gold holdings.’’

- A BLIZZARD’S RECORD. 


Extent and Severity of the Recent Cold 
Snap. 

Wasnixoror, D. C., Dec. 30.—The Weather 

Bureau furnishes the following special bulle- 


tin to the press: 

The period of cold weather which has pre- 
valled since the 20th inst. over the Eastern 
and Southern portions of the country has 
been remarkable for its unusual length and 
severity. 

During the past ten days the temperature 
over the entire region eastofthe Mississippi 
(except in South Carolina,Florida and South- 
ern Georgia on the 25th and 26th) has been 
continuously below the normal, and during 
the most of that time and over the greater 
portion of the sea from 15 to 25 deg. below. The 
cold has been most severe comparatively in 
the Southern and Southeastern States and 
has extended unusually far to the South 
over the Florida peninsula, where killing 
frosts as far down as Jupiter and 
Tampa were reported on the morn- 
ing of the Lory Every night for ‘the 
opr four nights the temperature has fallen 

5 to 20 deg. low freezing in North Caro- 
linaand the northern portion of Georgia, 
Alabama and Mississippi, and from 8 to 10 
deg. in South Carolina, extreme Northern 
Florida and the southern portion of the Gulf 
States.

SOUTH AMERICA, 


BALMACEDA’S FOLLOWERS RETURNING TO 
THEIR ALLEGIANCE. 

VALPARAISO, Dec, 30.—Minister Barros 
Luco, in a eircular to the Intendentes of the 
various Chilian provinces, says that inquiry 
proves the thorough loyalty of the troops. 
They had nointention of joining a revolu- 
tionary movement. A number of ex officers 
of Balmaceda’s army have sent letters 
to Gen. Baquadena and Artegas, 
in which they say they are 
anxious in every way to promote peace 
throughout the country, to act in harmony 
with the ‘present authorities, and that they 
have no desire to foment disorder. The let- 
ters have been sent tothe Minister of War. 
As a result of the letters it is probable that a 
general amnesty bill will pass Congress. 

News from Brazil to the effect that an alli. 
ance, Offensive and defensive, had been ar- 
ranged between Chili and Brazil created in- 
tense excitement in Buenos Ayres. The 
papers in Buenos Ayres, in commenting upon 
the treaty, say that itis notin accord with 
Chili’s peaceful protestations. The situation 
in the Province of Corrientes is critical. The 
revolutionary party is gaining strength con- 
stantly and a conflict between them and the 
Government troops is expected in a very 
short time. Trouble is also feared in the 
Province of La Plata. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


CHEERS FOR PRESIDENT HARRISON WERE THE 
HEARTIEST. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 80.—At a dinner of the 
Dominion Commercial Travelers’ Association 
last nightatthe Windsor the toast of the 
President of the United States met with far 
hbeartier applause than that of the Governor- 
General of Canada. United States Consul- 
General Knapp responded to the toast and 
in advocating friendly relations between the 
two countries was cheered to the echo.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


CONCERNING THE ORIGIN 
CHOLERA. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 2.—Prof. Nensky 
has expounded a new theory of the origin of 
cholera before the Russian Medical Society. 
Dr. Blostein, finding that he could not pro- 
duce cholera by the injection of Koch’s 
comma baccilli, sought for and found two 
new organ isms peculiar to Asiatic cholera. 
The disease invariably follows an injection 
of three varieties of organisms, and it is 
regarded as possible that inocculation with 
three organisms will give immunity from the 
disease. 

The younger members of the cholera com - 
mission are indignant at the farecial proceed- 
ure of the commission. They decia that 
their time was wasted, the old medical offis- 
ials reading reports praising the beneficence 
of the Government and induiging in fulsome 
flattery of nobility. 


NEW THEORY O0 


FIVE NEW CASES. 
HAMBURG, Dec. 29.—Five cases of a disease 
suspected to be cholera have been discovered 
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among the troops stationed here. Soldiers 
belonging to neighboring garrisons have 
been forbidden to visit Hamburg. Two 
deaths from cholera have occurred in 
Altona, asuburbvufthis city. The Ministry 
ofthe Interior has issued a notice severely 
censuring the public disregard ofa possible 
recrudescence of cholera and insisting that it 
isimperative that every suspected case be 
promptly reported to the Board of Health. 


A PLEA FOR MERCY. 

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—The heads of the Jewish 
community contemplate sending a petition 
to the Emperor on the anti-semitic excesses, 
considering that the Constitution guarantees 
equal treatment to Jews and Christians. It 
is dificult to see what the Emperor could 
addto Chancellor Von Caprivi’s outspoken 
denunciation of the anti-Jewish excesses. 
Emperor William conferred yesterday with 
Chancellor Caprivi, the Minister of War and 
the Chief ofthe Military Cabinet. It is re- 
ported that the conference was in reference 
to possible concessions on the military bill. 


SWISS TARIFF INCREASED. 

LONDON, Dec. 80.—The Swiss tariff on 
cycles, nickle-plated articles, baskets, cigars 
and cigarettes imported from France have 
been doubled, while the tariff on many 
French articles, such as cotton, silk goods, 
clothing and cheese have been trebled, and 
in some cases quadrupled.

The reports of the purchase of the Benton- 
Bellefontaine Street Railway by Manager

to be carried out and the brokers are con- 
cerned, because the new deal makes 
the stock of all the roads 
known as the ‘‘Scullin lines’’ much 
more valuable than it has been, and that is 
saying a good deal. 

Among business men to-day the story was 
at first discredited, the change seeming to be 
too sudden, and the brokers knowing that 
men do not toss street railways from one to 
another like apples, with no warning save an 
exclamation of ‘‘Catch!’’ This feeling of 


disbelief, however, was dissipated, as 
the truth to come out

noon by announcing that the Union Depot, 
Bellefontaine and Mound City lines were to 
be consolidated under the name of the 
‘*Union Depot Railway Co.“

NO MORE DALLYING. 

Although the Foerstel impeachment trial 
is set for to-morrow night no service has 
been obtained on the defendant, and the 
authorities are in ignorance of his present 
location. Mr. Foerstel’s representatives 
assert that his health requires seclusion, 
but that he will appear when wanted. At 
the same time they refuse to accept per- 
sonal service for him or to notify the 
proper authorities where he may be found, 
and are working strenuously to effect a 
settlement by which all further investiga- 
tion into the Treasury robbery will be 
smothered. 

There is no reason to doubt the word of 
Foerstel’s representatives, but their word 
counts for nothing in law and their con- 
duct in refusing to disclose his hiding 
place or accept legal service while moving 
vigorously to compromise the case affords 
grounds for the worst possible construction 
and the gravest suspicion with regard tothe 
connection of the suspended Treasurer 
with the crime committed 1n his office. 

It looks like an attempt to force the 
Council into compliance with the Foerstel 


settlement and if that fails, to be prepaned 


for disclosures which will make the Treas- 
urer’s concealment most desirable. 

If Mr. Foerstel’s rondition is such that 
disturbance weuld be dangerous his 
attorney, Judge Lubke, can avoid 
that br notifying the authorities where 
he and accepting pers onal ser- 
vice for him. If he persists 
in refusing to do this he forfeits all con- 
sideration for his client, and gives the 
Council warrant for the belief that it is be- 
ing trifled with, and must deal with a con- 
spiracy to protect those responsible for, or 
inplicated in,the Treasury defalcation from 
the consequences of their acts.

THE NEW YORK SENATORSHIP. 


The senatorial fight in New York is of 
much more than local interest because 
upon its result depend many issues of na- 
tional concern. It is well known that 
there is no love lost between the Presi- 
dent-elect and Senator Hill, and the ill 
feeling which now manifeste itself in plot- 
ting and counterplotting is likely to break 
out in open hostilities when the Senate 
meets for executive business next March. 

Mr. Cleveland’s position, however, is 
taken without reference to any personal 
considerations. He has said with his 
usual emphasis that New York needs a 
man on the floor of the Senate who is able 
to voice the sentiment of her people in the 
coming contest between the two great 
parties. The man who is selected as 
Senator,’’ said he, ‘‘should be able in the 
largest sense to help the party to fulfill its 
promises to the people;’’ and again, the 
voters ‘‘who this year gave to the Demo- 
cratic electoral ticket a majority so large 
as to indicate that they expect much from 
Democratic supremacy are entitled to a 
Senator who will not only represent their 
interests and their principles, but will be 
able to advance and defend them.’’ In 
other words a statesman, not a two-penny 
politician is needed at the present junc- 
ture. 

In this contention Mr. Cleveland will 
undoubtedly be upheld by the masses of 
the Democratic party. The old fear of the 
machine has lost its terrors simply be- 
cause the qualities which made a success- 
ful machinist are not now so marketable 
as in the days when the ‘‘offisses’’ were 
the only issue, There is probably no 
shrewder politician in the country than 
Edward Murphy, Jr., the machine candi- 
date forthe New York Senatorship, but 
there are few public men—certainly none 
in the United State Senate—who are so ut- 
terly unfitted to undertake the duties of 
that high office at the present time. 

Should the machine triumph, however, 
we may look for an anti-Administration 
faction in the Senate, which will try to 
obstruct President Cleveland’s policy with 
reference to the New York patronage. In 
thisthe two Empire State Senators will 
havea great advantage because of that 
queer fetich, ‘‘senatorial courtesy, 
which means in plain language, you 
tickle me and I'll tickle you.’’ This fet- 
ich is itselfa vicious thing, but it will be 
severely strained, if not broken, should it 
be invoked next March. Nevertheless,

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How Mrs. Vail Met Her Death at Old Mon- 
roe, Mo.—The Insurance and Other 
Features of the Case—Scenes in Court 
To-Day—Suits Which Are to Be Filed 
by Vail 


Charles F. Vall, who has been combating a 
charge of murderin the first degree since 
1890, is now a free man. 
the Otrouit court at st. Charles 

morumg the case was form- 
ally nolle prosequied, his bondsman 
was relieved. from further responsibility 
and the accused walked out of the court- 
room with a light heart and a smiling coun- 
tenance. Thus terminated the celebrated 
Vail case, which for nearly three years has 
attracted attention from all quarters. 

The court opened at 10 o’clock ‘this morn- 
ing in St. Charies City, the county seat of St. 
Charles County, with Judge Edwards on the 
bench. It was the Judge’s last day on the 
bench and the last case on his docket, 
his term of office expiring to-morrow. 
Before it was called, Vail walked 


in the room accomipan! d hozo Howe 
one of his attorneys eh Broo s Johnson, 
his bondsman, Marshall F. McDon- 
ald, who has been managing Vau's 
case, was not present on account 
of iliness. As soon as the case was called 
Attorney Howe presented an  applica- 
tion for a change of venue, accom- 
* by an extract from the supreme 

Court’s opinion in the mandamus proceeding 
fled oy Attorney McDonald, when the case 
was sent back to St. Charles County from 
tails city nearly a year ago. The man- 
damus was intended to compel the 
authorities of St. Charles County to certify 
the case back to this city. The Supreme 
Court then held that it could not direct where 
the Case should be sent, but there was a sug- 
gestion in it that the trial court might 
with propriety and fairness send the case 
back to this city. The petition filed by Howe 
this morning went further. It allegod that 
there was a prejudice against Vall 
in the North Missour! circuits, and appealed 
for its return to St. Louis. Judge Edmunds 
granted the request and directed that the pa- 
Pers be forwarded to St. Louls.

THE COURTESAN EXPRESSES GREAT 
LOVE FOR THE PRETTY CHILD. 


She Thinks That the Sisters Treated Her 
Badly in Telling the Child What Her 
Adopted Mother's Life Was—She Says 
She Will Remain Passive During the 
Proceedings Instituted by the Sisters. 


The suit commenced in Madison County, 
II., om behalf of 15-year-old Daisy Graham 
by the Sister Superior of the Ursuline Con- 
vent to have the child freed from her 
adoption to Ada Huntley, her foster mother, 
has created considerable talk among all 
classes of people. The Huntley 
woman has for years been the 
keeper of a notorious house in this city, and 
the character of the case is so unusual that 
it has naturally attracted much attention. 
The girl’s mother, it is said, knew the char- 
acter of the woman to whom she adopted her 
child when she signed the necessary pa- 


pers. 
ADA HUNTLEY’S GRIEF. 

Ada Huntley, to whom Mrs. Graham 
entrusted her infant child some dozen 
or more years ago, was seen this morn- 
ing and questioned concerning the child of 
her adoption. 

She said in the first place that she did not 
have any p e giving the child into her 
custody, and that they were inthe hands of 
the child’s natural mother. When asked for 
the whole story, Miss Huntley said: 

Her mother was not in any condition to 
take care ofthe child when I took her and 
put her in aconvent. At various times I had 
the child out boarding, and for all she would 
have learned from me she might have grown 
up in ignorance of the facts which have been 
told her. 

‘*The sisters and all those who ever took 
care of her for me knew who and what I was. 
They knew the life Iled, and all I ever asked 
of them was to Keep the child in ignorance of 
it. Why they told her or what reason they 
have for doing all this now I do not know. 

What do you want to do with the chila?’’ 
was asked. 

Do with her? I can’t do anything now, I 
can only let matters take their course since 
she knows my life. Ican’tdo anything and 
itis wrong to thinkI would. They might 
have known that it was the child’s happil- 
ness that Ivared for and nothing else. She 
never expressed a wish I would not gratify 
and she could have any thing I possessed 

for the asking.’ 
WANTED HER KEPT INNOCENT. 

Nou would not have ber follow in your 
Tootsteps, would you?’’ was asked of the 
woman, 

No, no, that is too terrible to think of. I 
would sacrifice anything rather than see that 
child go wrong. Not for worlds would I have 
her anything but an innocent girl. 

Miss Huntley seemed greatly affected at the 
question and her voice broke and quavered 
as she went on: 

don't know who has done this, and all 1 
want is that she goes to some other convent. 
I have not been fairly dealt with in this mat- 
ter,and both the girl’s happiness and what 
little I had, have been wrecked without cause 
or reason. At this point the woman became 
very melancholy and said she was afraid she 
would not survive the blow, as she had been 
Hl ever since she heard of the proceedings 
being instituted. 

Her part in the case she said would be en- 
tirely passive, but that it pained her greatly 
to lose the child, who had always called her 
mother, and who had learned to [ove her. 

ATTORNEY M’ ENTIRE’S STATEMENT. 

Walter F. McEntire, attorney for the Sister 
Superior of the convent in which Daisy 
Graham now Is said to-day: 

„»The girl’s mother has been prompted 
to this move to secure her child and 
take her from the custody of the 
Sisters by Ada Huntley, and the child has 
sought the protection and ald of the Sisters, 
which they propose to extend to her 

8 How did this child learn of the Huntley 
woman’s character and mode of life?’’ 

She surmised much and also asked ques 
tions. Sheisa very bright child and is just 
beginning to notice things, and when the 
Huntley woman went there she 
noticed that people looked 
them oddly and seemed to avoid 
them. Later when there was trouble with 
the police at Huntley’s house, a story of it 
was published, and some one handed the 
child the papers. Then she knew the whole 

It is a very odd case all around, and 
the only pity is that the child is so bright and 
pretty and so unfortunately situated, She 
really | wants to stay with the Sisters, how- 
ever.

Attorney 
Mekntire claims the transfer of guardianship 
from the Huntley woman back to the mother 
is merely a ruse to gain possession of the 
child. e says it will fall, however.

1 | CHRISTIAN CHURCHES. 


| Claims Get Up by Rabbis That He Was 


Never Graduated as a Teacher—Freu- 
der Speaks for Himself—Union Evän- 
gelical Meeting—Dr. Palmore Goes 
Abroad to Study Missions—Religious. 


Local religious circles have been agitated 
during the holiday week by the appearance 


72 in several Ohristian pulpits of Dr. Samuel 


FPreuder, an ex-Jewish rabbi, who has em- 
braced the Congregational belief and is striv- 
ing to bring his former co-religionists to his 
Way of thinking. ‘‘How I Became a 
Ohristian’’ was the subject of Mr. Freuder's 
address to a large audience assembled 
Wednesday evening at the First Congrega- 
tional Church, Delmar avenue, near Grand, 
The ex-rabbi created a sensation by appearing 
on the platform of the church in the vest- 
ments of a rabbi, together with the phylac- 
teries, or head and arm bands, and the pray- 
ing scarf which all orthodox Jews wear dur- 
ing divine service. The sight of a Jewish 
rabdbiin a Christian church, clothed in the 
sacred [garments which were first worn be- 
fore the dawn of Christianity by the rabbls 
who ministered in the temple and synagogues 
of ancient Jerusalem, was novel in the 
extreme. Mr. Freuder in his ad- 
Gress said among other things: From 
my earliest childhood I was brought up 
to be a rabbi. Yet I never had an oppor- 
tunity to read the New Testament untila 
few years ago. But as soon as 1 got hold ot a 
New Testament it got hold ot me. I found 

that the Old and the New Testament are not 
antagonistic, as was taught me, but on the 
contrary they fitadmirably. The Old Testa- 
ment is the lock which can be opened only by 
the key furnished by the New. He said 
that there are 10,000,000 Jews inthe world, of 
which number 7,000,000 are orthodox. The 
Others belong to the reform branch, 
who, he said, had drifted rom 
the faith of their fathers and are 


—— so reforming themselves that tbere 

Will soon be nothing leftof Judaism except 
the tell-tale face. 

These utterances of Mr. Freuder and his 
exhibition ofthe practices of the synagogue 
have caused a great deal of adverse com- 
ment among the Jewsof the city. Rabbi 
Samuel Sale of the Shaare Emeth congrega- 
tion and Kabbi Spitz, editor of the Jewish 
Voice Band pastor of B’nal congre- 

declared that they and Rabbi 

of st. Joseph, Mo., were 
Examining Board before whom 
Freuder appeared as a candidate for a 
Gipioma from the Union Hebrew College at 
Oincinnati, and they stated that Mr. Freuder 
Was not graduated from the institution in 
due form because one of the officials refused 
to sign his diploma, he not having had the 
necessary primary education. Rabbis Sale 
and Spitz said that Freuder received a call 
from a St. Paul (Minn.) congregation but 
that he was dismissed on account of very im- 
proper conduct. He went to Daven- 
port, Io., the said aud was 
again discharged, after which he becamea 
Christian, because, they stated, he could no 
longer obtain employment as a rabbi. ‘‘A 
bad Jew will make a bad Christian,’’ ge- 
clared Dr. Sale. By the conversion of 
Freuder the Jews have lost one bad member 
and the (hristians have gained one bad 
member. The fact that he wore the rabbini- 
cal robes at his lecture in the Christian 
church shows that he is a montebank, and I 
am grieved to see so many Christians tolerate 
do paipableacircus. Jews do not mind nim. 

They are only sorry that their charity was 
thrown away in the education of so un- 
worthy a man. Rabbi Sale said much more 
which was very uncomplimentary to Mr. 
Freuder. Dr. Spitzalso impeached the ex- 
rabbi’s good name and was doubly dis- 
Pleased because Freuder wasa fellow-Aus- 
trian with himself. Mr. Freuder took the 
announcement of his condemnation without 
any display ot anger. He is a small man, 
with a Semetic cast of countenance, a 
@prightiy, clever manner, and a sharp 
argumentative way of replying to 
questions, and of explaining his conduct, 
which produces a good impression. 

**I kpow all the charges of immorality 
which my detractors have made against me, 
and you may publish them it you want to. 
provided you give the names of the persons 
who bring them. Notwithstanding what some 
may suy, I graduated from the Union Hebrew 
Ooliege in 1886, with two others, beforea 
gathering of 2,000 persons. I bore a spotless 
name in St. Paul, Minn.; San Diego, 
Cal, and Davenport, lo., until I be- 
came a Christian, and then my former 
associates began throwing mud at me, 
Why, they said that | ran away with an ex- 
nun and got married to her and all that sort 
of thing. Mr. Freuder laughed heartily at 
this, as if he regarded such a slander as the 
height of his enemies’ malevolence. ‘‘This 
is how it bappened, Shorily after 1 rave up 
my synagogue at Davenport, Io.,I spoke 
one night at a Baptist Church in Rock Island, 
III., and at the same time the ex-nun was 
delivering an address against Roman Cathol- 
icism in the Opera-house.

Smith has operated in the West almost ex- 
clusively and is a sample of the gambler, 
pure and simple, that racing has produced. 
Heis but 36 years old and is a native of 
Painesville, O., though he was brought up 
in On City, where his father struck oil while 
Chris was a lad. Chris got bis gambling in- 
stincts from association with the oil sharp- 
ers, who were making and losing fortunes 
hourly during the height of the oil excite- 
ment, and when he was about 20 years old he 
began backing horses for aliving, and he has 
kept at itever since, with all sorts of vary- 


ing fortunes, such as he is bound to overtake 
when a man plays as he does. His transac- 
tions in the pool- rooms and betting ring last 
season are said to have aggregated about 
$4,000,000. At one time last fall Smith was broke 
and saw ruin staring him in the face. But 
that day one of John Huffman’s horses won a 
purse of $400 and the trainer made a present 
ofthe purse to Smith, who had always been 
a liberal employer. He went at the game the 
following day and in a week was the pos- 
sessor of $40,000 in cash. Now he is again 
without a dollar, owes $150,000, is barred out 
of most of the W estern pooi- -rooms and will 
probably have to part with his stable, which 
isthe strongestinthe West with the excep- 
tion of Marcus Daly’s,and his is said to be 
worth $125,000.
